But 
not. only was T too weary for it, 1 did not take time to catch up on tne mail. Or to do 
whit I enclose. . 

I hope there is meaning support for which 1 do not see elsewhere in your concluding 
sentence, "I hope you are feelingliEfcisK a little more comfortable." 

With regard to The New York Review of Books, I decided to do what 1 had decided not 
to do not knowing its policy since then and recalling that it had a negative policy to- 
ward assassination stories in the 60s. I phoned Silver. The call was screened, what 1 said 
got him on the phone, we spoke briefly, and he said he is interested in the long story 
I d written about Posner's book a month or so ago in the hope that there would belatedly 
be what is normal, some publisher interest in placing it.
